Laboratory  Facilities  : 

A pathologist  visits  Cardigan  Hospital  every  Monday,  where  swabs 
and  other  specimens  are  examined  by  the  Pathologist. 

Ambulance  Services  : 

There  is  an  ambulance  stationed  at  Cardigan  and  one  at  Adpar  and 
one  at  Llandyssul. 

There  are  eight  qualified  nurses  engaged  in  the  area.  Two  are  full 
time  health  visitors  ; the  remainder  do  the  domicilary  midwifery  and 
home  nursing  service. 

Infant  Welfare  Clinic  : 

There  are  four  clinics  in  the  area,  viz.,  Aberporth,  Llandyssul, 
Henllan  and  Pontgarreg.  Immunization  against  diphtheria  and  vacc- 
ination against  small  pox  is  carried  out  at  these  clinics. 

Midwifery  and  Maternity  Services  : 

The  majority  of  cases  are  admitted  to  the  maternity  Ward  at  Cardigan 
Hospital.  The  rest  are  conducted  in  the  home. 

Health  Visitors  : 

Two  full  time  health  visitors  are  engaged  in  the  area. 

Orthopaedic  Treatment  : 

The  nearest  clinics  are  at  Haverfordwest  and  Aberystwyth. 

Infant  Life  Protection  : 

No  changes  during  the  year. 

Nursing  Home  Regulations  : 

No  changes  during  the  year. 

Schools : 

The  schools  are  periodically  visited  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting 
the  Sanitary  arrangements. 


Infectious  Diseases. 

No  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  or  Pneumonia  were  notified  in  the  district. 
Artificial  immunization  against  Diphtheria  is  carried  out  throughout 
the  year. 

Infectious  diseases  cases  are  sent  to  the  Aberystwyth  Fever  Hospital. 
No  action  was  taken  in  regard  to  the  use  of  measles  serum  for  proph- 
ylaxis.

Dental  Treatment  : The  County  Dental  Officer  visits  all  the  schools 
in  the  district  periodically,  and  the  condition  of  the  children’s  teeth  has 
much  improved. 

Expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  children  under  5 years  of  age 
are  treated  by  their  own  Dentist. 

The  number  of  cases  treated  is  not  available. 

No  clinical  research  was  carried  out  during  the  year. 

Mental  Health  : A Clinic  is  held  at  Cardigan  Hospital  every  other 
Friday  by  the  Medical  Super  in  tendant  of  St.  Davids  Hospital,  Carm- 
arthen. A number  of  cases  were  treated  in  the  electro-convulsive 
Therapy  Department  of  St.  Davids  Hospital,  Carmarthen.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Meat  : Ministry  of  Food  Slaughterhouses  from  which  meat  is  dis- 
tributed throughout  the  Teifiside  Area  are  situated  outside  the  area  at 
Lampeter,  Newcastle  Emlyn  and  Cardigan.  Meat  is  inspected  in  this 
area  only  when  it  is  actually  on  sale  in  the  shops.  The  number  of  meat 
shops  in  the  district  covered  by  the  Teifiside  Council  is  at  present  eight, 
one  less  than  in  the  preceding  year.  Also  a certain  quantity  of  meat  is 
brought  in  from  neighbouring  areas  in  vans.  The  various  shops  have 
been  visited  periodically  during  the  year  and  the  meat  vans  have  been 
inspected  when  opportunity  permitted. 

All  the  carcases  inspected  were  free  from  any  diseased  condition  which 
would  render  the  moat  unfit  for  human  consumption.  There  was  very 
little  wasteage  in  meat  diiring  the  year  due  to  decomposition.  This 
can  be  attributed  to  the  fact  that  more  frequent  deliveries  are  made  to 
the  shops  from  the  central  slaughterhouses.  This  benefits  considerably 
those  meat  retailers  who  are  not  in  possession  of  refrigerators.  The 
sanitary  conditions  of  the  moat  shops  are  on  the  whole  satisfactory. 


FACTORIES,  WORKSHOPS  AND  WORKPLACES 

25  inspections  were  made  during  the  year. 

SANITARY  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

Water  : Samples  of  water  were  taken  from  the  following  mains 
supplies  and  proved  highly  satisfactory  : Pontgarreg  ; Llangranog ; 
Vagwr  ; Tresaith  ; Capel  Dewi  (Pantstrimon)  ; Capel  Dewi  (Beiligwyn)  ; 
Wernddu  ; Pontshaen  ; Cwmcoy  ; Glynarthen  ; Aberporth  ; Adpar  ; 
Llandyssul ; Ffostrasol ; Rhydlewis. 

15  samples  of  water  were  also  taken  from  private  sources. 
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^Bbrainage  : No  major  schemes  of  drainage  have  been  carried  out  during 
the  year.  Many  private  dwellings  have  been  installed  with  their  own 
private  schemes.  The  sanitary  arrangements  for  new  dwellings  have 
been  carefully  inspected  and  tested  before  being  put  into  use. 


Refuse  Disposal  : The  district  is  divided  into  five  collecting  areas  and 
collections  take  place  once  a week  in  each  of  these  areas.  There  are 
three  tipping  sites  and  collections  are  carried  out  by  direct  labour.
